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Leap  Year  Day  .  . . 

Today,  February  29,  1956,  is  an  unusual  day. 
It  is  unusual  perhaps  on  two  counts.  First,  it 
gives  this  year's  staff  on  the  Northwest  Mis¬ 
sourian  a  unique  oppbrtunity— that  of  publish¬ 
ing  a  paper  on  a  February  29.  As  far  as  we 
Kave  been  able  to  discern,  there  never  before 
has  been  an  occasion  for  this  publication  to  be 
placed  before  the  students  on  this  particular 
day  of  the  month. 

The  second  unusual  thing  about  today  is  the 
very  fact  of  its  rareness.  Everyone,  of  course, 
knows  that  February  29  comes  only  once  in 
each  four  years,  in  years  that  are  divisible  by 
four  without  remainder;  but  how  many  readers 
are  aware  that  this  same  February  29  occurs 
only  24  times  each  century,  not  25  times  as  one 
might  expect  when  dividing  100  by  4.  Why  is 
this?  It  is  because  only  every  fourth  concluding 
year  of  a  century  is  a  leap  year;  the  rest  are 
common  years  even  though  they  are  divisible 
by  four.  For  example,  the  years  1800  and  1900 
were  not  leap  years,  but  the  years  2000  and 
2400  will  be  leap  years. 

All  this  complicated  method  of  keeping  the 
calendar  straight  with  the  seasons  was  figured 
out  by  astronomers  at  the  time  of  Pope  Gregory 
XIII  (16th  century).  Before  his  time,  the  Julian 
calendar  was  in  use.  It  was  essentially  the 
same  except  that  leap  years  did  occur  at  the 
conclusion  of  each  century.  Had  the  Julian  cal¬ 
endar  remained  in  use  to  this  day,  the  seasons 
would  be  approximately  12  days  ahead  of  the- 
date  when  they  are  supposed  to  occur.

Assembly  attendance  of  late  has  been  some¬ 
what  above  the  usual  norm  of  this  college's 
student  body,  but  it  still  often  leaves  much  to 
be  desired.  This  writer  has  reminded  the  stu¬ 
dents  before  that  their  activity  tickets  entitle 
them  to  a  seat  in  the  auditorium  for  every  as¬ 
sembly,  and  that  the  assembly  committee  has 
gone  to  no  little  amount  of  time  and  expense 
to  provide  interesting,  informative  and  enter¬ 
taining  programs. 

Next  Friday's  presentation  should  prove  to  be 
one  of  the  highlighting  assemblies  of  the  Golden 
Anniversary  year.  The  show  provided  two  years 
ago  by  the  Ryder-Frankel  duo  was  well  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  students  and  faculty  alike,  and  this 
year's  additions  to  their  company  should  make 
the  program  even  more  entertaining.  It  isn't 
often  that  people  in  this  area  are  privileged  to 
see  such  a  talented  group  of  modern  dancers. 

The  Dance  Drama  Company  should  be 
playing  to  a  "standing  room  only"  audience  if 
the  entire  student  body,  faculty,  and  staff  of 
the  College  turn  out  for  this  performance.

Miss  Mattie  Dykes,  author  of-s 
the  book  "Behind  the  Birches,”  a 
history  of  the  College,  gave  stu¬ 
dents  and  faculty  members  a  pre¬ 
view  of  the  forthcoming  presenta¬ 
tion  at  a  coffee  hour  held  in  the 
Union  lounge  recently. 

In  a  pleasing  and  amiable  man¬ 
ner,  Miss  Dykes  told  her  audience 
many  interesting  and  entertain¬ 
ing  sidelights  about  the  book.  She 
did  not  go  into  great  detail  in  pre¬ 
viewing  the  book  itself  because,  as 
she  put  it,  "You  can  read  the 
book.”
